Vern Barnstable was elected 
president of the Antioch Volunteer 
Fire Department at the annual 
meeting held at the fire house on 
Tuesday evening, October 10. Barn 
stable replaces Laurel Van Patten 
as president. Other officers for the 
coming year are: Irving Walsh, vice 
president, replacing C. E. Hennings; 
Earl Pape, sgt.-at-arms, who re- 
places Einar Petersen. Clarence B. 
Shultis was rc-clcctcd secretary for 
the seventeenth consecutive year, 
and Geo. F. Garland was again se- 
lected to act as treasurer for the 
thirtieth consecutive year. Chas. 
Maplcthorpc was chosen as delegate 
to the Lake County Firemen's as 
sociation for a three year period. 

A report of the work of the de- 
partment was given by Shultis, and 
this report shows that the depart- 
ment has been exceptionally effici- 
ent during the year. The report fol- 
lows: 

"During the fiscal year, Oct. 1st, 
ltMO to Sept 30, 1950 the Fire dept., 
answered 72 calls. (43) District calls, 
(23) Village calls, (2) calls outside 
of dist. west of Fox River, (11) Sal- 
cm Twp. (1) Newport Twp. (1) 
Bristol Twp. and (1) Lake Villa. 

"In* the Village there were (7)! 
grass fires, (3) truck fires, (13) 
building fires on property valued 
at $269,750.00 with a fire loss of 
$780.00. 

"In the Fire District (which is all 
of Antioch Township east of the 
Fox River, not including the Vil- 
lage of Antioch) there were 43 calls. 
(20) grass fires, (5) car fires. (1) 
boat fire and (17) calls on property 
valued at $116,200.00 with a fire loss 
of $5,190.00." 

A report on the progress of the 
program to improve the new,, fire 
station -was also given and showed 
that the fire department, had ex- 
pended $3,006.40 of money derived 
from direct donations to the depart- 
ment or raised by the, firemen's 
dances and entertainments of vari- 
ous sorts. The improvements to' the 
building include installation . of 
complete kitchen facilities, panel- 
ling of the basement walls with 
knotty pine, painting of the entire 
building, inside and out, new elec- 
tric lighting of the basement and 
much in the way of fire fighting 
equipment— new ladders, nozzles, 
and electric hose dryer.

Governor Adlai E. Stevenson sent 
to Fire Chief Edgar Simonsen a 
proclamation that this week shall 
be observed as a week in which 
safety from fires shall be acquired 
through removal of hazards. 

Citizens of the. Antioch area are 
asked to search their homes and 
business places and eliminate con- 
ditions that are conducive to fire. 

Fire prevention week over a 
period of years is said to be grad- 
ually reducing the number of 
deaths. .There were only 288 lives 
lost in year ending June 30 this 
year over the corresponding 12 
months the year before. 

The Antioch fire .department un- 
der the direction of Chief Simon- 
sen has been investigating business 
and public buildings from time to 
time and made recommendations.

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Time To Boost Private Citizen 

The Department of the Interior and the gov- 
ernment-owned power projects which it promotes 
get so much publicity every time they wangle a fow 
hundred million dollars of tax money out of Con- 
gress that many people are actually forgetting that 
the Investor-owned electric industry Is supplying flO 
percent of the nation's power and doing an outstand- 
ing job. It is interesting therefore to make a few com- 
parisons. 

A newspaper advertisement of one of the lar- 
gest power companies* in the United States, located 
on the Pacific Coast, describes the type of people who 
have put some $800,000,000 of their savings into that 
company's building program since World War II *md- 
ed. In 1949 these savings helped employ 16.572 local 
people in 385 local communities. And this one com- 
pany paid over $40,000,000 in taxes to suppor govern- 
ment in 1949. 

Compare this with $800,000,000 taken from the 
taxpayers to build a tax-emempt. government-owned 
power monopoly. Advocates of Federal power claim 
government projects cut rates. But their arguments 
fall flat as long as such projects escape the same 
taxes as private plants and private citizens pay. 

It is time to boost the taxpaying American" sys- 
tem where every individual has a chance for advance- 
ment according to his ability and skill. It is interesting I 
to note that the proponents of government in business 
are objecting strenuously to it being called socialism' 
but they have yet to come forward with any reason i 
why government in business should not be classed as 
socialism.

Human Artery Bank 
To Open New Era 
In Cancer Surgery 

NEW YORK-New York physi- 
cians are predicting a new era in 
surgery with the establishment re- 
cently of a human artery bank, 
supplying pieces of arteries for op- 
erations, much as a blood bank 
supplies blood when needed. 

Its treasure now is seven pieces 
of arteries, totnling 21 inches. The 
spares can replace damaged, de- 
fective, or diseased arteries in liv- 
ing humnns. They also promise to 
make possible bold new cancer op- 
erations that cannot be done now 
because arteries are affected and 
would have to be removed. 

The first such bank was estab 
lished in Boston recently. They 
are expected to spread rapidly to 
other cities. 

According to physicians, the ar- 
teries are taken soon after death 
from young persons who have no 
artery diseases or defects. Permis- 
sion in granted by the donor before 
death, or is given by relatives. 

The arteries are kept living in a 
bath of nutrient fluids, but by quick 
freezing it may be possible to 
bank arteries for months or years. 

Arteries have been grafted suc- 
cessfully in animal experiments 
after having been kept frozen eight 
months, doctors report. 

The spare artery apparently 
doesn't live in the body, surgeons 
said. Like a bone graft, it ap- 
parently is replaced by new 
growth from both ends of the liv- 
ing artery. The spare supplies a 
skeleton for this growth. 

Medical men have eye banks 
and bone banks, too. 



Child Rolls Out of Crib, 
Fall Stops 3 Stories Down 

CINCINNATI — Monty Hisle. 
21 months, rolled out of his crib 
and finally stopped his rolling 
and bouncing three stories down 
He suffered only a collar bone 
fracture and body bruises. 

Mrs. Higle had placed Mont's 
crib near an open window in a 
third-flonr room. Monty slipped 
over the side of the crib and 
right cut the window. 

He bounced off a porch roof 
on his way down and finally 
landed on concrete steps, miss- 
ing by inches a man who was 
entering the apartment house at 
the time. 

Examination nt the hospital 
disclosed only bruises and 'a 
possible collar bone fracture. 
But Monty was placed in a safe- 
ty bed at the institution.

The new link under the East river 
was expected to cost about $50 mil- 
lion when the ground was broken 
by President Roosevelt in 1040. 
When finished It had cost $80 
million. 

The tunnel Is actually two tubes, 
running east and west, 15 feet opart. 
At the deepest point they are 115 
feet below the surface of the East 
river. 

Each tube' is a two-lane highway 
and together they arc expected to 
handle 2.800 cars an hour, or about 
16 million a year. 

Twenty-seven intake fans and 26 
exhaust fans ventilate the tunnel, 
supplying more than four million 
cubic feet of fresh air every minute. 
The ventilation job required the con- 
struction of four buildings and one 
three-fourths acre island. 

President Roosevelt broke the 
ground for the tunnel in 1940 but ac- 
tual„construction did not begin un- 
til the following year. In 1042, be- 
cause of the war, work had to be 
postponed and was not resumed un- 
til 1Q«. 

.f'- Eight Men Killed 
. Work began from each end, Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn, and when the 
two shafts met they were no more 
than a "dime's width" off line, engi- 
neers report. 

The progress of the sand hogs 
varies with whatever they were dig- 
ging, engineers report. The average 
in rock was 11 feet a day, in soft 
ground, seven and one-half feet and 
in mixed rock and earth, about three 
feet. 

New York City now has four tun- 
nels and 58 bridges between its five 
boroughs and connecting it to the 
rest of the United States. Their to- 
tal construction represents an in- 
vestment of $022 million. 

The eight sand hog3 who died 
during the construction were killed 
by falling rock and other accidents 
which are more or less routine in 
tunnel work, engineers said.

A 19-year-old high school stu- 
dent, Ham Kcc Yong, was winner 
of the 28-mile 385-yard run. He 
made the distance in 2 hours 32 
minutes and 39 seconds. 

Second and third place were 
taken by fellow Koreans, Song Kil 
Yoon and Choi You Chil. It was 
the fifth straight year that foreign 
runners have won the event, but 
never before has a visiting delega- 
tion so dominated the picture.

60 Enlist in Army and 
Air Force from County 
Setting State Record 

Lake County topped all other 
counties In the State of Illinois In 
the number of voluntary enlist- 
ments accomplished during the 
month of September it was an- 
nounced by Sgt. 1/c Miles I. Llhn, 
recruiting officer for this area. 

This Is based on a percentage- 
wide basis with the U. S. Army and 
U. S. Air Force Recruiting service 
processing and enlisting 60 men 
•from the county, Sgt, L. Lihn added. 
In contrast to this figure the Lake 
County Selective Service Boards In- 
ducted only forty-four men for the 
same month. These figures are sig- 
nificant when it Is realized that in 
the normal area the number of in- 
ductees Invariable exceeds the num- 
ber of enlistments. 

Of those enlisting last month 42 
applicants enlisted in the Air Force 
with eighteen being sworn into the 
regular army. All of the men join- 
ing the Army took advantage of the 
chance to pick their branch of ser- 
vice. All men going into the Air 
Force always join unassigncd. And 
of the Air Force enlistees over half 
arc men with college backgrounds, 
having one year or more of college 
work to their credit. Two of these 
men hold masters degrees. 

The motivating factor behind 
most of these enlistments Is the 
draft — or the avoidance of it. Lake 
County draft cligiblcs arc being 
quick to realize the handicaps of 
being an inductee rather than a vol- 
untary enlistment. These men are 
definitely taking advantage of the 
privileges that go with enlisting — 
choice of branch, the ability to se- 
lect and attend service schools and 
the chance to attend Officer Candi- 
date Schools, Sgt. Llhn further ex- 
plained.
